T IS VERY EASY, and be- 

coming quite widespread, to 
assess full and unconditional 
blame for the war upon the 
shoulders of Dick Murdoch. Yes, 
very easy 

And very wrong 

Quite possibly, the source of this 
latest and most sickening war is 
none other than Dusty Rhodes. As 
distasteful as it might be for some 
to accept, Rhodes is responsible 
for the outbreak of hostilities. 

As most fans know, Rhodes and 
Murdoch were once partners in the 
notorious tag team, The Outlaws, 
back in the early their 
careers. 

Violence was an accepted way of 
life with these two men. They did 
what had to be done to win a 
match. In fact. they seemed to 
thoroughly the 
aspects of their game and revel in 
the roughhouse tactics employed 
in the ring 

But ambitions grew and soon 
became a bit too much for the 
confines of a tag team, Never once 
was there any disharmony or 
rancor. Never once a schism, а 
split, even a crack in their tight 
friendship. Somehow Rhodes and 
Murdoch surmounted the petty 
jealousies which shattered other 
partnerships. 

With total mutual 
dissolved The Outlaws 

Both went their own separate 
ways, intent on perfecting their 
individual styles and pursuing 
world championships. 

“We hadda do it.” said Rhodes 

Each enjoyed immense suc- 
cesses, always corresponding, 
meeting for backyard barbecues, 
exchanging perspectives on

“I never refused Dusty,” said 


Murdoch 
And Rhodes never denied 
Murdoch. But despite their 


continued friendship, certain 
strains in the relationship 
developed. And the reasons were in 
large part due to Rhodes’ 
tremendous world-wide popularity. 

Over the past year or so, 
Murdoch’s comments showed the 
growing irritation he must have felt 
at his former partner's succe: 





“Yeah, Dusty’s done okay . 
Fine, but remember, he had a 
partner once . . . Гуе been doin’ 
okay myself.” 

It must be said in Rhodes’ behalf 
he never uttered one derogatory 
word about Murdoch, 
compared himself with Murdoch, 
who also enjoyed great success and 
popularity. Dusty always gave 
Murdoch credit. Dusty always 
spoke highly of Murdoch. It wa 
never anything Rhodes said or did 
It was simply what Rhodes 
had achieved. 


nor ever 
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The publicity Rhodes received 
started chafing at Murdoch. All 
Dusty had to do was open his 
mouth and his remarks were 
carried in magazines and 
newspapers across the country. if 
not the world. This isn’t to say that 
Rhodes 15 necessarily а better 
wrestler than Murdoch. 

Merely, Rhodes has that 
intangible called charisma. 
Murdoch, for all his skills, doesn't 
quite. have that electrifying 
capacity of Rhodes 

Isn’t it inevitable, almost normal 
for Murdoch to finally feel a degree 
of resentment toward Rhodes? No 
matter how close two people are, 
sooner or later a certain friction 
develops if they are іп the 
same field. 

Broken down to its simplist 
level, Murdoch wanted to get his 
share of the glory. And he wanted 
to win the NWA title. Besides, he 
wanted the big bucks associated 
with the world championship. 

So Murdoch felt the only way he 
could leap-frog over Dusty's 
publicity was to carve out, with 
bitter ruthlessness, his own niche 

Dusty couldn't understand why

He is 
obviously content in his bitterness 
and hate. 

This is a classic tale of ambition 
grown beyond friendship. 
Apparently even comraderie 
cannot contain the raging fire of 
ambition once it gets out of control.

Even WWF champion Bob 
Backlund held the Missouri 
crown.

His whole 
wrestling career has been one 
lie on top of the next. | pinned 
him, the ref saw him, and the 
pictures prove it. | don't know 
what all the fuss is about.” 

Patera took angry issue with 
that statement. 

“The fuss, the little boy 
doesn't know what the fuss is all 


about?” Patera raged. “This is 
yet another example of the 
lousy, stinking conspiracy 
against me. It seems no matter 
where | go, no matter what 
territory | wrestle in, there are 
people who will do anything to 
deprive me of my just glory. 

“If I'm іп the WWF, then | have 
to worry about the ruling 
clique of Skoaland-Sammartino 
Backlund and all, their bribe 
money out there shoved down 
refs’ throats so they'll look the 
other way when someone 
cheats me. 

“Look what happened when 
that buffoon Morales cheated 
his way past me to win the Inter- 
continental title. Look who the 
referee was, his buddy Pat 
Patterson. You think a creep 
and low-life mediocre bum like 
Morales could have ever 
defeated the great Ken Patera 
legally? A man like Morales who 
can't even dial a telephone is 
going to defeat the great 
Ken Patera?

“| just didn't think there was a 
really good reason to go there,”

toward good. 
“Khan is evil, pure and simple.” 
Skoaland wanted Backlund 
exposed to the perils of martial 


arts. At one point, Skoaland 
toyed with the idea of hiring a 
third-degree black belt master 
to train Backlund. 

“| did make some inquiries 
into it,” said Skoaland. “I even 
went so far as to meet with a 
couple of guys. But as good as 
they were and, believe you me, 
they were good, | thought Bob 
needed the actual physical 
experience of wrestling 
someone in the martial arts. 

“Besides, it wasn't so much 
the martial arts but the way a 
wrestler applied such skills to 
this sport,“ continued Skoaland. 
“That's when | hit upon Bob 
going to Japan.” 

“First reaction? | thought, 
Агпіе'ѕ going a little too far,” 
said Backlund. “I’ve never met 
a тап as thorough as Arnold 
Skoaland. He doesn’t miss опе 
trick, one aspect of wrestling 
He'll dig and probe until he finds 
the way to win 


“So he sat me down anc 
explained how dangerous Khan 
is. He explained how Killer Khar 
could be the most dangerous 
man I've ever met and, if | 
wanted to hold onto my belt, l'c 
better learn how to whip Khan." 

Persuaded by his manager's 
logic, Backlund accepted the trip 
to Japan. There he was to meet 
Inoki in a series of matches. 

“| must've spent 30 hours 
watching films of Inoki,” said 
Backlund. “It got to the point me 
and Arnie were bumping into 
walls, we were so punchy and 
bleary-eyed from watching 
films 

“But that gave me good 
preparation. | had something of 
an idea what | was going up 
against. All | needed was to get 
over there and face Inoki in the 
ring. There's no greater teacher 
than experience.”
